Town Council’s take 
on new planning 
applications - it’s one 
in favour, two against 


IT’S been a busy start to the year for 
Cowbridge with Llanblethian Town 
Council, with three significant planning 
applications in the pipeline. 

The proposals by Hafod Housing Association to 
knock down the old sixth form building on Aberthin 
Road has attracted a great deal of attention, and so 
has the new ‘Exchange’ building on the comer of 
The Butts and Cowbridge High Street (in the car 
park next to The Market Place). 

Also, an apartment block is proposed in a site next 
to the town hall car park, where the British Legion 
building used to be. 

The town council has issued an update on its 
reactions to these (see page 4) and it’s two against.

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and one in favour. 

The council says: “Vale Market Community 
Enterprise, a voluntary group, have been working 
for some seven years on the market hall project as 
part of their efforts to keep Cowbridge as a market 
town.” 

The update goes on to say that the group has 
“consulted widely” and the council is supportive of 
the plan. 

In contrast, the Hafod application has prompted 
a letter of objection with two main concerns. One 
is the height of the proposed development, and the 
other is that the council wants the existing building 
facade retained. 

The council is basically supportive of the apart¬ 
ment block, but believes that the proposed design, 
with a flat roof, is out of keeping with the town, and 
has objected on those grounds. 

It should be remembered, of course, that town 
councils have no power block applications. The 
decision lies with the Vale Council planning com¬ 
mittee. In fact, in the case of the Exchange building, 
that decision is currently set to be made by council 
officers under delegated powers, unless it is ‘called 
in’ to be reviewed by the planning committee.

‘Money from dog 
waste fines could pay 
for more bins’ 


T he discussion 
around the Vale 
Council’s proposals 
to create local safe places 
that has infuriated some 
of the dog owning com¬ 
munity seems to have 
cooled a little, but the 
problem of dog mess in 
our public spaces persists. 

While most of those who 
walk their dogs do take a 
responsible approach to picking 
up their dogs’ deposits, sadly 
there are still those who stead¬ 
fastly refuse to do so. 

Some owners just don’t 
bother, and some others seem 
to think that it’s perfectly 
acceptable to bag the dog mess 
and 1) leave it suspended from 
a tree, as is often the case in 
Hensol Forest, 2) leave the bag 
just where it was filled or 3) 


as can be seen on Picadilly in 
Llanblethian, neatly piled on 
a gatepost for someone else to 
deal with. 

It must be made clear to all 
dog owners that clearing up 
properly after their dogs is a 
legal requirement, which means 
bagging the mess and either 
depositing it in a public refuse 
bin, or a dedicated dog mess 
bin - or simply taking it home. 

The Vale Council could, if 
so disposed, make more bins 
available. There is scant avail¬ 
ability of such, for example, in 
Llanblethian where there are 
only two and they are fairly 
close together. Compare this 
with Pontyclun where, on the 
short stretch of road between 
Brynsadler and Pontyclun, there 
are no fewer than five bins. 
Making more bins available 


would, no doubt, reduce the 
dog mess problem significantly. 

It’s a fair bet that the council 
will plead poverty on this 
issue. But if there were some 
sort of effort made to catch out 
the current crop of offenders, 
the money raised from fines 
might make the supply of bins 
self-financing. There seems 
little point in attaching the odd 
sign to a lamppost reminding 
owners of their responsibilities; 
clearly, these are ignored. 

So come on. Vale Council 
- make more bins available, or 
catch a few offenders and fine 
them accordingly.

Troposed plans will 
children with nowhere 


WOULD like 
to respond to 
the letter from 
Keith Lewis, pub¬ 
lished in The Gem 
on January 31. 

Barry Action for 
Nature is a group of 
volunteers who have 
been working hard to 
improve the state of 
nature in Barry. The 
group has been working 
closely with the commu¬ 
nity and Vale Council 
to plant trees, put up 
nest boxes and carry out 
other activities to benefit 
the town. 

Referring to the tree 
planting that took place 
on Port Road East on 
January 26, these were 
not new trees but a few 
replacement trees for 
some of the 700 trees 
that had not survived the 
last four years. 

1 am sure Mr Lewis 
recalls that the trees 
were planted in 2014 
to commemorate the 
centenary of the men 
and women of Barry 
who did not return from 
the First World War. 

As well as replacing 
a handful of trees, the 
group also carried out 
some maintenance on 
the existing trees, col¬ 
lected litter and replaced 
some of the existing tree 
protectors. 

In 2014, before the 


trees were planted, the 
immediate residents 
were consulted and 
leafleted on the matter. 
The Vale Council was 
also consulted and gave 
their full backing to 
the trees being planted. 
Since then, the council 
has cut the grass around 
the outskirts of the area 
to avoid damaging any 
of the young saplings. 

As the trees grow, they 
will shade out the area 
underneath and no grass 
will grow and no strim- 
ming will be required. 

The trees planted in 
this area complement 
the trees that were 
planted a number of 
years ago further down 
Port Road East. It is 
well known that trees 
provide a filter from 
noise and pollution 
for local residents and 
in years to come, the 
homes in this area will 
benefit from the trees 
that have been planted. 

Therefore the cost 
involved both now and 
in the future is minimal 
and the overall benefit 
of trees in cutting pol¬ 
lution and adding to a 
community’s wellbeing, 
far outweighs any 
potential maintenance 
costs.

I AM writing to 
express serious 
concern over 

the Vale Council’s 
support for the 
local community, 
specifically green, 
open space where 
children play. 

I am a resident 
of Maes y Ffynnon, 
Bonvilston, an excellent 
example of post-war 
development which 
includes some 24 dwell¬ 
ings and two charming 
village greens, one of 
which can be viewed 
from the A48 and is 
particularly beautiful 
during the spring. This 
village green is rarely 
played on by children 
due to its proximity to 
the busy A48. 


The larger and more 
suited ‘village green’ 
(thus named in the coun¬ 
cil’s local development 
planof2006-2011)is 
sited at the rear of the 
development and is in an 
area far better suited for 
children. 

My two sons, aged 11 
and three, together with 
some of the other resi¬ 
dents’ children, regularly 
play here. 

The presence of this 
village green to the rear 
of Maes y Ffynnon is 
one of the reasons my 
husband and I chose 
Bonvilston as a suitable 
place to raise our 
children, yet it would 
appear that the council 
no longer wishes to 
acknowledge this pre¬ 
cious space as a village 


green, since the conser¬ 
vation area was changed 
in 2010, excluding it and 
renaming it ‘incidental 
green space’, despite it 
being named as one of 
the village greens in the 
former, legally binding, 
local development plan. 

The proposals, 
although not to scale, 
show a small proportion 
of the green to be exca¬ 
vated to provide parking 
for the visitors to 10 
proposed new dwellings. 
This is misleading to 
anyone viewing the 
plans and appears to be a 
misrepresentation of the 
parking space which, if 
measured, takes up half 
of the width of the green 
and most of the length. 
This would render the 
green unusable as a play 


leave 
to play’ 

area for children due to 
the potential damage to 
cars from the harmless 
kicking of a ball. 

There is great concern 
over the lack of a com¬ 
munity council to both 
correspond with and 
acknowledge concerns 
raised by the residents 
affected by this plan, 
which contradicts the 
Welsh Government’s 
play policy of 2002. 

How much more 
green space must our 
children sacrifice before 
the council turns the 
rural vale into a concrete 
jungle?

Three key planning 
applications are on 
the council’s agenda 


SINCE Cowbridge Town 
Council’s last update in the 
GEM, the council have been 
addressing a number of impor¬ 
tant issues for the town. 

There are three current planning 
applications of considerable public 
interest. The proposed development 
by Hafod Housing Association on 
Aberthin Road, the proposed market 
hall (The Exchange) on The Butts and 
the proposed apartment block next to 
the Cowbridge Town Hall car park. 
Cowbridge with Llanblethia Town 
Council reviewed each of these at a 
recent Planning Committee meeting. 

The committee welcomes appro¬ 
priate development of the Aberthin 
Road site but has a number of serious 
concerns about the Hafod development 
and has submitted a letter of objection. 
Two key concerns are the height of 
the proposed building, and the plan 
to completely demolish the existing 
building. 

Vale Market Community Enterprise, 
a voluntary group, have been working 
for some seven years on the market hall 
project as part of their efforts to keep 
Cowbridge as a market town. They 
have consulted widely and have now 
reached the planning application stage. 
Cowbridge Town Council have been 
kept informed of progress throughout 
and are supportive of the project. 

The Planning Committee took the 
view that although an appropriate 
development of the former-British 
Legion site by the car park is to be 
welcomed, the design proposed with 
a flat roof is not in keeping, and they 
have therefore objected. 

The Leisure and Amenities 
Committee have been working to 
improve the various parks for which 
the council is responsible. Southgate 
Park has been cleared ready for plant¬ 
ing in the spring. The intention is 
to consult local residents as to what 
exactly is to be done before any work 
is started. In Twt Park, the children’s 
play park, work has been done to 
improve the surfaces. 

The Town Hall Committee has been 
working on a project to install a lift in 
the Town Hall. They now believe they 
have a viable scheme and have secured 
planning permission. The next step is 
to secure the necessary funding. 

On Tuesday, February 12 at 10.30am 
in the Lesser Hall on the ground floor 
of Cowbridge Town Hall there will be 


a presentation to explain the proposal. 
All members of the public are invited. 

At this time of year a key respon¬ 
sibility of the Finance and General 
Purposes Committee is to propose a 
budget for the financial year 2019/20 
and determine the level of Council 
Tax precept necessary. In view of the 
improvements the Town Council wish 
to make to accessibility in the Town 
Hall, and to the various open spaces 
for which they are responsible, they 
have decided, after much debate and 
consideration, to increase the precept 
to £73.71 for a band D property, an 
increase of 66p per month. 

Cowbridge with Llanblethian 
Town Council welcome the news that 
Cowbridge is to have a new post 
office. The council have been pressing 
for this since the closure of the old 
post office in September 2017 and the 
announcement came on the same day 
that a representative from The Post 
Office was due to give an update at the 
meeting of the council. 

A report is expected shortly on the 
Vale of Glamorgan parking consulta¬ 
tion. The Town Council submitted a 
detailed response to the consultation, 
which recognised that parking is a seri¬ 
ous issue in Cowbridge, but rejected 
the Vale of Glamorgan Council’s pro¬ 
posals. The council proposed that the 
measures suggested for the Cowbridge 
car parks be put on hold and that 
a new, broader study be carried out 
specifically for Cowbridge. 

As everyone can see, the Darren 
Farm housing development and new 
link road are progressing. The Town 
Council have raised a number of con¬ 
cerns relating to safety on the Llantwit 
Major Road and the A48 with both 
the Vale of Glamorgan Council and 
Taylor Wimpey. A site visit is being 
organised. If anyone has any concerns 
they would like to be raised with 
the developer they should contact the 
Town Clerk. 

All meetings of the Town Council 
are open to the public and are adver¬ 
tised on its notice boards and website 
www.cowbridge-tc.gov.uk. Minutes of 
meetings are available on the website.

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Biomass energy plant bosses insist there will be no 
pollution problems when site is up and running

BARRY’S biomass 
energy plant is set to 
be fully operational in 
the coming months. 

Managers of the gasification 
plant in Barry Dock say the 
plant will produce enough green 
energy to power 23,000 homes 

- and hope it will be fully up 
and running in the early spring. 

They have played down fears 
over noise and pollution caused 
by the plant and say they will 
abide by environmental standards 
set in their permit, and say the site 
will employ up to 20 members 
of staff - mainly local people. 

Campaigners say Barry Biomass 
will increase air pollution - even 
if it meets industrial standards. 

They are also opposing plans 
for the gasification facility to 
receive a subsidy from Ofgem, 
paid for by energy bill payers. 

Welsh Government is 
still to decide whether an 
Environment Impact Assessment 
is needed for the plant. 

Mark Bull, site manager, said: 
“We have been issued the envi¬ 
ronmental permit and intend to 
comply with everything it asks.” 

The gasification plant heats, 
but does not bum, waste wood 
chippings at above 950C until 
it becomes a gas called syngas 

- which is then combusted to 
produce a high temperature 
flue gas which passes through 
a number of processes. 

That gas is then channelled 
into a boiler and creates steam, 
which then drives a turbine 
generator to produce electricity. 

The main potential pollut¬ 
ants from the site are nitrogen 
dioxide, sulphur dioxide, carbon 
monoxide, tiny dust particles 
and acid gases. These pollutants 
are passed through a pollutant 
control system using urea, lime 
and carbon before they come 
out - the plant says the emis¬ 
sions will meet EU-set limits. 

The cleansing process will gen¬ 
erate both harmful and non-harm- 
ful ash. Both will be taken away 
in sealed tankers. The non harm¬ 
ful will be incorporated in items 
such as concrete breeze blocks, 
while the hazardous ash will be 


taken to a secure disposal facility. 

The operators are aware that 
protestors use of the term ‘incin¬ 
erator’ has caught on and is com¬ 
monly used. However, they insist 
the plant uses a different tech¬ 
nology to incineration - where 
waste is burned in a furnace. They 
point out that there are around 20 
similar gasification plants in the 
UK, and many more in Europe. 

Mr Bull said it is “entirely nat¬ 
ural” for people to have concerns 
but he hopes Barry Biomass will 
be accepted by the community. 

He said: “We are really 
excited that Barry Biomass 
can finally begin the produc¬ 
tion of clean electricity. The 
team has been working hard 
on-site to get everything ready. 

“This will not only benefit peo¬ 
ple across the country who will be 
using renewable energy, but also 
benefit the environment, as it will 
reduce our reliance on fossil fuels. 

“We do understand the concern 
around potential emissions from 
the site, however we want to 
assure residents and businesses 
across Barry that all emissions 
from the plant are rigorously 
cleaned. This ensures that the 
emissions are not harmful to peo¬ 
ple, animals and the environment 
and meet regulatory limits. We 
will continue to monitor this. 

“As a local business, we 
are part of the Barry commu¬ 
nity and proud to be so. As 
such, we want to operate in a 
way that benefits everyone.” 

He added that National 
Resources Wales (NRW) had 
placed monitoring devices 
throughout the plant, with many 
on the stack that emissions will 
pass up and through. The NRW 
devices record measurements 
constantly, and are available to 
NRW inspectors at any time. 

Barry Biomass, which is owned 
by a consortium of private inves¬ 
tors managed by Aviva Investors, 
would use waste wood, mainly 
from building sites, which would 
otherwise have gone to landfill. 

Energy from the site 
would be sent directly into 
the local network in Barry. 

Richard Frearson, from Power 


Consulting Midlands which built 
and controls the equipment on 
site, said: “Because we’re gener¬ 
ating electricity here, somewhere 
a coal fire power station doesn’t 
have to generate that electricity.” 

He also said wood will be 
diverted away from landfill 
due to the site, and the power 
would connect to the local grid, 
which means less infrastructure. 

Noise levels would be kept at 
four decibels above background 
noise, managers of the plant say. 

Upgraded ‘quieter’ equip¬ 
ment, such as £360,000 ultra- 
low noise emitting fans in 
the air condenser, have been 
installed on the site to keep the 
noise down, the managers say. 

Sound monitors have also 
been installed close to the 
facility to monitor noise levels. 

Asked about noise, Mr Frearson 
said people living nearby “can 
expect to hear nothing. We have 
already monitored it and made 
sure it’s not going to be there”. 

He added that, once the plant 
was running smoothly, it was 
their intention to “engage with 
the community” and possibly 
have open days for visitors. 

A spokesman for the Docks 
Incinerator Action Group, said: 
“Natural Resources Wales works 
on the basis that if the incinerator 
works up to that limit it’s OK, 
but it’s not true. They are adding 
the pollution to the atmosphere. 

“They are still adding danger¬ 
ous emissions to our atmosphere 
in terms of gases and pollutants. 

“We’re concerned that their 
confidence that they can start 
operating soon suggests they 
are in the loop, especially with 
Welsh Government who are 
refusing to give us any answer 
to the simple question of whether 
this is an EIA development. 

“We will continue press¬ 
ing for answers to important 
questions we have raised.”

£240 fine for 
displaying 
incorrect food 
hygiene rating 


A BARRY restau¬ 
rateur has been 
fined for displaying 
an incorrect food 
hygiene rating on 
his former eatery’s 
website, following 
a successful prose¬ 
cution by the Vale 
Council through 
Shared Regulatory 
Services. 

Ali Deveci, who 
previously operated 
Izmir Greek and Turkish 
restaurant on Broad 
Street in Barry, claimed 
to have a food hygiene 
rating of five when its 
actual score was in fact 
one. This happened in 
October 2017 and again 
five months later. Mr 
Deveci plead guilty to 
two offences under the 
Consumer Protection 
from Unfair Trading 
Regulations 2008 dur¬ 
ing a recent hearing at 
Cardiff Magistrates 
Court. 

He was fined £240, 
£120 for each offence, 
ordered to pay costs 
of £120 and a victim 
surcharge of £30. Mr 
Dececi confirmed to 
the court that he is no 
longer involved with the 
business. 


Cllr Hunter Jarvie, 
Vale Council Cabinet 
Member for Regulatory 
and Legal Services, said: 
“Hygiene ratings are not 
just window stickers, 
they refer to the standard 
of hygiene within a busi¬ 
ness and are an important 
reference for customers. 

“Food outlets need to 
satisfy a range of specific 
criteria to gain a rating of 
five. This requires com¬ 
mitment to good practice 
and there is no shortcut 
to achieving this. Mr 
Deveci deliberately 
misled people about his 
business’ hygiene rating 
by claiming to have one 
vastly superior to what 
was actually the case. 

“I hope this prosecu¬ 
tion sends out a clear 
message that hygiene rat¬ 
ings are important assess¬ 
ments of food outlets 
and anyone found to be 
doctoring them will face 
serious consequences.” 

Shared Regulatory 
Services is a partner¬ 
ship between Bridgend, 
Cardiff and the Vale 
Councils which 

brings together the 
Environmental Health, 
Trading Standards and 
Licensing functions of 
the three local authorities.

As Health Minister at 
the start of the Assembly 
nearly 20 years ago, I 
helped foster a Refugee 
Doctors scheme funding 
language and profes¬ 
sional accreditation 
courses, resulting in 
a large number of 
doctors receiving the 
GMC (General Medical 
Council) approval and 
now all working in 
the NHS in Wales and 
across the UK. 

The launch of the 
Refugee and Asylum 
Seeker Plan followed 
National Holocaust 


Memorial Day which we 
marked in the Senedd 
with a cross party 
vigil, hearing from a 
Holocaust survivor. I 
was particularly proud 
of Barry sixth form 
students studying at 
Whitmore High School, 
Seren Ewington and 
Cain Gannon, who 
introduced the Holocaust 
survivor Henri Obstfeld 
to the Assembly. 

The students made 
powerful and moving 
speeches about their 
involvement in the 
Holocaust Educational 
Trust and the impact this 
had on their thinking 
and learning about the 
Holocaust. 

This was followed 
by the launch of an 
exhibition based on 
the Holocaust theme 
‘Tom from Home’ at 
Art Central on January 
26 with the work of 
Welsh sculptor Alison 
Lochhead and Nerea 
Martinez (painting and 
drawing) on display. 

This exhibition is well 
worth a visit at the Barry 
Library Art Central 
Gallery in King Square, 
which has hosted the 
work of many fine artists 
over the years. The 
exhibition depicts the 
horrors of the Holocaust 
and the ongoing plight 
of refugees and asylum 
seekers across the work 
and is open until March 
2 . 

I had the privilege of 


meeting Vale Refugee 
Champion Robin Jenkins 
to hear about his work 
with refugees in the 
Mediterranean, featured 
on the news over 
Christmas, aboard the 
Dutch vessel Sea Watch 
3 rescuing refugees and 
seeking a safe haven for 
them and hope for the 
future. 

Robin has been under¬ 
taking rescue work and 
volunteering on lifeboats 
since his time at Atlantic 
College, where the rigid 
hulled inflatable lifeboat 
was invented and is now 
used to save lives across 
the world. 

He has now set up 
the Atlantic Pacific 
International Boat 
Rescue project and is 
training volunteers who 
take part in rescue mis¬ 
sions taking place across 
the world, including 
rescue from tsunami, as 
well as migration. 

Robin has shown great 
courage and dedication 
supporting people in the 
greatest need and is an 
example to us all. But 
there is much we can do 
at home on our doorstep 
and in the Vale and in 
Wales, for us to follow 
our ambition to be a 
Nation of Sanctuary.

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Job losses at 
Ford - council 
to work with 
response team 


THE leader of Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) has said the local 
authority is working closely 
with the Welsh Government 
to assemble a specialist 
response team to help support 
Ford employees affected by 
redundancy. 

The first staff to lose their jobs at the 
engine plant in Bridgend will leave by 
the end of this year. 

The number due to be offered vol¬ 
untary redundancy is thought to be 
around 370. 

In a statement, BCBC leader 
Cllr Huw David said: “As the Ford 
Bridgend Engine Plant is such a major 
local employer, we are obviously 
concerned about the livelihoods of its 


staff. 

“We’re working closely with Welsh 
Government on proposals for assem¬ 
bling a specialist response team to 
stand ready to support the employees 
who may be affected.” 

Speaking at a full council meeting 
on January 23, Clh David said he had 
contacted senior managers at the plant 
to offer assistance. 

He said the specialist response team 
could be pressed into service in the 
event that significant redundancies 
become unavoidable, adding the coun¬ 
cil would calling on organisations such 
as Business Wales, Careers Wales, the 
Department of Work and Pensions, 
Jobcentre Plus and more to join it.

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Depleted police panel 
faUs in bid to veto 
police councU tax rise 


A controversial 10 
per cent hike in 
the amount council 
taxpayers in south 
Wales contribute 
to policing is set to 
go ahead - despite 
members of the 
police and crime 
panel refusing to 
back it. 

Members of the panel, 
which scrutinises South 
Wales Police’s commis¬ 
sioner Alun Michael, 
wanted a lower increase 
than the one proposed by 
the force. 

However as only 
seven of the 11 members 
of the panel were at 
the meeting in Merthyr 
Tydfil today (Tuesday, 
January 29), the panel’s 
solicitor Simon Jones 
said there were not 
enough members to 
officially veto the rise. 

The panel will write 
to the commissioner 
explaining their decision 
and will asked him to 
come back with a lower 
increase. 

However in a press 
release, the force said it 
would go ahead with the 
council tax increase for 
2019/2020. 

The precept charged 
by South Wales Police 
is added to the council 
tax bills in all the areas 
covered by the force, 
which includes Cardiff, 
Swansea, Bridgend, 
Neath Port Talbot, 
Rhondda Cynon Taf and 
Merthyr. 

A spokesperson for 
the force said the 10.3 
per cent rise amounts to 
an extra £24 per year for 
someone living in a band 
D property - a rise of 
46p a week. 

South Wales Police 
will have to make over 
£7 million of savings 
next year, having already 
found £51 million since 
2011 / 2012 . 

Alun Michael told 


members of the panel 
that during the consulta¬ 
tion on the South Wales 
Police precept this year, 
more than 1,600 people 
responded, compared to 
just 20 last year. 

He said the majority 
(70 per cent) of those 
who responded said that 
they were willing to pay 
more for their policing. 

Peter Curran, 
treasurer to the crime 
commissioner, said 
that the force’s revenue 
budget had been cut 
by 31 per cent since 
2011/2012 and that the 
capital budget stands 
at £800,000, which he 
called “derisory” in 
terms of the investment 
requirement. 

He said: “The funding 
formula is archaic, out 
of date and in major 
need of reform” adding 
that it essentially costs 
South Wales Police £18 
million a year. 

He added that any 
changes to the formula 
would not be felt until 
2021 and that the force 
still doesn’t receive 
capital city funding. 

Mr Curran added 
that the core grant is 
equivalent to less than 
flat cash because pay 
awards, the pension gap 
and inflation. 

He said that a £3 a 
month rise on Band D 
would give the force 
headroom to invest into 
front line policing as the 
numbers are currently 
below 3,000 oflicers. 

Omar Hussain, the 
force’s chief flnance 
oflicer said the force 
provides a “high quality 
service” and has deliv¬ 
ered £0.5 billion worth 
of “less harm” to south 
Wales. 

He added that most 
households (68 per cent) 
are below Band D so the 
burden would be falling 
less on these households 
and is therefore a pro¬ 
gressive tax.

Chief Constable 
Matt Jukes highlighted 
the increasing demand 
the force is facing 
with policing rugby 
internationals, dealing 
with homelessness and 
begging, roads and 
domestic abuse amongst 
many other things. 

He said: “The 
demands are significant. 

I am really proud of 
where we are in terms 
of delivering quality of 
service. 

“We must answer 999 
calls and deal with vic¬ 
tims and deliver justice 
for them.” 

He said the force 
is among the best in 
England and Wales for 
taking action but that 
the risks and threats are 
growing in the most 
complex areas. 

Mr Michael said: “It 
is a matter of pride that 
performance is so good 
when we have taken £51 
million out.” 

He added: “I don’t 
believe I can recommend 
anything lower than 
that (10.3 per cent). I 
don’t believe we would 
be able to maintain the 
safety of the people of 
south Wales. 

“I believe it is the 
right balance. It doesn’t 
come without deep 
thought and deliberation 
and a great deal of 
discussion.” 

He said he believed 
that it would be 
“irresponsible” not to 
increase the precept even 
if he resented it because 
of their duty to keep 
people safe 

He said: “There 
has been a transfer of 
responsibility from 
central government to 
local tax payers.”

‘Reports of robbery, stalking, 
and harassment rise by 19 
per cent in area’ says ONS 


THE Office of 
National Statistics 
(ONS) has released 
the latest crime 
statistics for the 
12 months to 
September 2018, it 
is reported. 

The general rise in 
figures reflects the UK 
trend, which remains 
largely attributed 
to greater public 
confidence in reporting 
crime. 

While South Wales 
Police has recorded an 
increase of 5 per cent, 
it is below the national 
average of 8 per cent. 

Reports of robbery 
in the region has risen 
by 19 per cent, and 
stalking and harassment 
also rose by 19 per 
cent. However, vehicle 
offences and burglary 
in the region have 
fallen by 7 per cent and 
3 per cent respectively. 

South Wales 
Police, however, does 
recognise and accept 
the Office of National 
Statistics’ (ONS) view 
that in some areas there 
has been a genuine 
increase in crime. 

Alun Michael, 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner for 
south Wales said: “We 
are currently facing 
the challenge of the 
increased impact of 
‘County Lines’ and 
the exploitation of 
children and vulnerable 
adults by big city gangs 
who follow a nasty 
and targeted business 
model. Some specific 
knife crime and other 


offences have been 
associated with that 
form of criminal activ¬ 
ity and I’m happy to 
endorse the successful 
approach taken by the 
Chief Constable and 
police leaders across 
south Wales. 

“On the other hand, 
the longer term figures 
show that the level of 
public experience of 
violence, despite the 
recent experience, is 
less than it was a few 
years ago. Even more 
importantly, there is a 
continuing convergence 
between the experience 
of the public and what 
is reported to the police 
in south Wales.That 
is very encouraging, 
because we face real 
financial challenges and 
have to do more with 
less, so being close to 
the experience of the 
public and the needs of 
victims is absolutely 
crucial. 

“Victims are at the 
heart of all we do - this 
has been a priority for 
South Wales Police for 
some years now. Our 
approach is to actively 
encourage people to 
come forward and 
report crimes; that con¬ 
tinues to be reflected 
in these increases in 
reported crimes. 

“In line with other 
forces, we attribute 
much of the continued 
rise in figures to the 
change in recording 
methods, which 
occurred in 2014. 
However, we recognise 
that there has been a 
genuine rise in some 
crime categories so we 


remain committed to 
working closely with a 
range of partner agen¬ 
cies, including those in 
the health, local gov¬ 
ernment, education and 
the voluntary sectors, 
to prevent, detect and 
reduce crime.” 

Deputy Chief 
Constable Richard 
Lewis of South Wales 
Police added: “We con¬ 
tinue to experience a 
rise in demand in both 
emergency 999 calls 
and non-emergency 
101 calls - a large 
proportion of these are 
not crime related. This 
rise in calls, together 
with an increase in the 
number of crimes being 
reported, means there 
is a growth in demand 
being placed on the 
force. 

“We continue to 
maintain the quality 
of our response in 
increasingly difficult 
financial circumstances 
and are seeking to 
utilise technology to 
support our front-line 
officers in improving 
their capability and 
capacity to deal with 
an ever more complex 
environment. 

“It is good to see the 
number of burglaries 
continuing to fall and 
we recently carried out 
a large operation tar¬ 
geting active criminals 
who commit burglary 
across the region. 

That was a great 
success, with a series 
of excellent arrests 
and the recovery of a 
significant amount of 
property and cash. 

“We continue to 


actively work with 
vulnerable victims of 
all crime and remain 
committed to increas¬ 
ing levels of reporting 
specifically in relation 
to domestic abuse, 
stalking and harassment 
and, sexual offences 
and when those victims 
do come forward, we 
follow up with support 
and investigation. 

“However, crime is 
only a part of what we 
deal with and there are 
many other challenges 
we face, including 
responding to and 
caring for those people 
who have mental ill 
health and are in crisis, 
vulnerable missing 
people and children 
and other hidden harms 
which we, as the police 
service, respond to 
and manage on a daily 
basis and which do not 
appear within the crime 
figures. 

“None of these 
areas of demand 
are responded to in 
isolation, and we are 
committed to contin¬ 
ually improving every 
area of our work to 
ensure we provide the 


best possible service 
for the communities of 
south Wales. 

“We continue to be 
extremely confident 
in the integrity of our 
recording process, 
being one of only a 
few forces graded as 
‘Good’ by HMICFRS 
in accurately capturing 
and recording all 
reports that come into 
the force. 

“We are focussing 
our operational activity 
and deployments 
where they are needed 
the most; particularly 
in response to an 
increasing tendency for 
some to carry kn ives 
and continuing to target 
those crimes which 
particularly affect 
the vulnerable in our 
communities and we 
are already seeing the 
positive effects of this.” 

The GEM asked for 
further statistics on, 
for example, reports 
of hate crime. No 
response was received.

H aving 
developed 
her rep¬ 
utation for loud¬ 
mouthed comedy, 
it was nice to see 
Melissa McCarthy 
change pace a 
little for 2014’s 
comedy-drama 
St Vincent. 

Having returned to

through them, aping 
the personalities of the 
likes of Dorothy Parker 
and Noel Coward, the 
risk and reward of 
what she’s doing, as 
she states at one point, 
making her feel more 
alive, and creatively 
sated, than ever. 

McCarthy’s perfor¬ 
mance is wonderful, 
certainly one that has 
roots in her particular 
brand of comedy, 
yet also one that is 
incredibly touching. 
While Israel isn’t 
overly sympathetic (her 
self-destmctive tenden¬ 
cies best highlighted in 
her relationship with a 
bookshop owner played 
gently by Dolly Wells), 
McCarthy’s delicately 
drawn turn allows us to 
empathise and sympa¬ 
thise with her. 

She is (un)ably 
assisted by Richard E 
Grant’s hilarious Jack, 
a man who shares a 
kinship with Israel. 

Both of them are 
outsiders, neither of 
them seemingly with 
any real friends so they 
fall in with one another, 
forming an odd couple 
relationship that pushes 
and pulls brilliantly. 

Grant takes great 
delight in delivering 
a role with real flair 


and substance, the 
character sketched in a 
similar light to Israel, 
and Grant matches 
McCarthy’s ability to 
create empathy without 
softening the edges of 
the character. 

Marielle Heller 
showed with her debut 
film The Diary of a 
Teenage Girl a capacity 
for grounded, engaging 
work, and the same 
applies here. There is 
nothing flashy about the 
direction, but she shows 
a strong grasp of the 
material, keeps the tone 
light but dramatic, and 
allows the story and the 
performances to control 
the film. 

Can You Ever 
Forgive Me? is, 
ultimately, something of 
a triumphant film even 
given the subject matter, 
one that in other hands 
may have been skewed 
heavily towards the 
forgery aspect. 

But to do that would 
lose the human through 
line of these characters 
whose shady dealings 
are, in fact, a way for 
them to exist in the 
world and overcome 
their loneliness - and 
it’s that element, 
brought to the fore, that 
makes this such a won¬ 
derful piece of work. 

VERDICT: An 
intriguing story brought 
to vivid life thanks 
to the incredible 
central performances 
of Richard E Grant and 
Melissa McCarthy, Can 
You Ever Forgive Me? 
is a tremendous film. 

A portrait of loneliness 
and of outsiders trying 
to make their way in the 
world, Marielle Heller’s 
subtle yet strong 
direction helps make 
this a wholly satisfying 
viewing experience. 
Highly recommended.

^More green 
space needed’ 


T he Vale 
Council is 
currently 
consulting on 
replacing a green 
area in Bonvilston 
used by children for 
play, and residents 
to socialise, with 
more new housing. 

In the LDP and 
Welsh Government 
planning policies, this 
‘Amenity Greenspace’ is 
supposed to be protected 
from development 
and enhanced. The 
Vale Council have a 
policy that new housing 
developments require 
a minimum amount of 
public open space for 
play and other purposes 
per dwelling. 

Should the existing 
houses of Bonvilston 
be built today, there 
would be insufficient 
public space to satisfy 
the council’s planners. 
So, it’s bewildering that 
what open space there 
is, these same planners 
are proposing to replace 
with more housing. 

The scheme would 
also reduce the already 
limited parking available 
for Maes Y Ffynon 
residents - the houses 
constructed in the 1950s 
didn’t foresee the rise in 
car ownership. 

I believe that most 
people support Welsh 
Government policies that 
are intended to protect 
the green spaces in our 
communities and to 


provide a variety of play 
spaces for children, close 
to homes. This housing 
proposal suggests 
that the Vale Council 
disagrees...

Andrew Parker, Vale 
Council cabinet member 
for housing and building 
services, said: ''This is 
a scheme proposed by 
the Council’s Housing 
department and would 
be subject to exactly the 
same planning require¬ 
ments as any other 
development of its type. 
No planning application 
has yet been submitted, 
but, should that happen, 
it would need to satisfy 
national and local 
policies, including 
those contained in the 
LDP, while the public 
would also have the 
opportunity to express 
their views before any 
decision was taken. 

“The proposal is 
currently subject to a 
28-day statutory pre-ap¬ 
plication consultation 
period and an event to 
gauge public opinion 
on it was held on 
Monday. Residents can 
also share their views 
by completing a survey 
online at https://www.

or by collecting a hard 
copy from the Council’s 
Dock Offices.'"

Monday is budget day 
at Barry Town Council 


ON Monday, February 11, 
Barry Town Council will 
meet to decide its precept 
for the year 2019-20. 

The council ran a budget 
consultation across social media 
to engage with the public. 

It asked the question: Are you 
happy with the council increasing 
your council tax contribution by 
89p per month (band D council 
tax payer) in order to deliver its 
budget proposals? 

On Facebook 903 votes were 
cast with 24 per cent in favour 


of the increase and 76 per cent 
opposed to it. On Twitter 217 
people responded with 17 per 
cent in favour and 83 per cent 
opposed. 

The interim leader of the 
Conservative Group, Cllr 
Vince Bailey, told The GEM: 
“Members of the Conservative 
group have been engaging with 
the process from the start, and I 
am pleased to see that Labour’s 
initial proposals for a 20 per 
cent hike have been dramatically 
reduced already - thanks in part 
to the efforts of our member 


on the finance committee, Cllr 
Rowlands. 

“We will continue to speak 
with the public and play our part 
in ensuring a fair settlement for 
Barry residents.” 

Also on Monday’s agenda is 
an opportunity for the Docks 
Incinerator Action Group to 
raise the issue that there has still 
been no decision by the Welsh 
Government on whether an 
environmental impact assessment 
should be carried out in relation 
to the Barry Biomass plant.

Rail upgrades 
are on track 


VALE MP Cairns 
met Network Rail 
representatives 
recently to find 
out more about 
the accessibility 
upgrades planned 
for Barry and 
Cadoxton stations. 

Accessibility 
improvements are cur¬ 
rently being designed for 
both stations and will be 
delivered through UK 
Government’s ‘Access 
for All’ funding, with 
match-funding from 
Welsh Government. 
Once designs have 
been completed, work 
is expected to begin 
at Cadoxton Station in 
Summer 2019, and at 
Barry station in 2020. 

Dale Crutcher, senior 
commercial scheme 
sponsor for Network 
Rail Wales and Borders, 
said: “Improving access 
at stations will make a 
real difference to passen¬ 
gers by making it easier 
for people to get to work, 
or travel to see friends 
and family. We are plan¬ 
ning a record investment 
over the next five years 
to cater for increasing 
demand and transform 
the railway in Wales.” 


Mr Cairns said: 
“I’m really pleased to 
see funding from the 
UK Government being 
allocated locally, so that 
much-needed improve¬ 
ments to accessibility 
can be carried out at 
Cadoxton and Barry 
train stations. The 
regeneration of Barry as 
a whole is one of my 
biggest priorities and 
attracting investment is 
a key part of that. The 
station upgrades add to 
this and helps to make 
Barry a better place to 
live and work.” 

The funding for Barry 
and Cadoxton stations 
was allocated at the 
beginning of Network 
Rail’s current control 
period (2014-2019). 
The UK Government 
has allocated a further 
£3 00m funding to con¬ 
tinue with the Access 
for All Programme in 
Control Period 6 (2019- 
2024). The stations set to 
receive this funding will 
be confirmed in April 
2019.

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Llantwit Major RFC are left rueing 
defensive lapses after 
narrow defeat at Caerau Ely 


CAERAU Ely edged a tight 
game against Llantwit Major 
27-22 in Cardiff last week, 
and in doing so left the visitors 
yet again pondering why they 
cannot maintain consistency in 
their performances. 

Llantwit went into this fixture hav¬ 
ing won the home game earlier in the 
season 43-21, but knew the opposition 
would be a much different prospect 
on their home patch and they didn’t 
disappoint as they raced into a 10-0 
lead with two tries in the first quarter.

Half-time brought a bitter blow to 
Llantwit with their talisman, play¬ 
er-coach Stuart Edbrooke, departing 
for the hospital emergency room after 
receiving a nasty facial injury in an 
innocuous collision just prior to the 
whistle. 

Llantwit were quick out of the 
blocks in the second half as they 
attempted to narrow the gap further.

lineout close out which they quickly

But then shortly later, and after all

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A tale of the unexpected as Wales 
conjure up a startling win in France

A t the end 
of this 
remarkable 
game in the Stade 
de France, Welsh 
centre Jonathan 
Davies approached 
his former club- 
mate at Clermont 
Auvergne, Camille 
Lopez, and it’s a 
pretty fair bet that 
the first line was: 
“What the hell 
just happened?” 

Either player could 
have said it, and I’m 
not sure whether they 
converse in French or 
English, but they must 
have shared a sense of 
bemusement after a plot 
line that could have been 
devised by Roald Dahl. 

At the end of the 
first half Wales looked 
shell-shocked. They had 
spilled a hatful of passes, 
and had even contrived 
to turn a penalty in their 
favour with 20 seconds 
on the clock into a 
scoring opportunity for 
France, which Lopez had 
taken with a 30-metre 
drop goal. 

It was 16 - 0 to 
France. At half time all 
Wales fans could do was 
repeat, in hope: “Wales 
need to score first or it’s 
all over.” 

The first half con¬ 
founded all expectations. 
France had picked a big 
pack, with Morgan Parra 
to chip away at Wales 
behind them, so 15-man 
rugby was unlikely. To 
confirm that expectation, 
the heavens opened and 
it went on to rain for the 
80 minutes. 

However, France had 
other ideas. Among their 
new caps were the sons 
of two French interna¬ 
tionals, centre Remain 
Ntamack (son of wing/ 
full back Emile) and 
wing Damian Penaud 
(son of fly half Alain), 
and they intended to use 
them. 

Defying the down¬ 
pour, they moved the 
ball back and fore 
across the field, with 
open side Arhtur Iturria 
particularly prominent 


and Wales were forced 
to defend for much of 
the first half. 

In contrast, the Welsh 
treated the ball as if 
it were a bar of soap, 
spilling it in and out of 
contact far too many 
times. 

It had started well 
for Wales. They put 
France under pressure 
straight away, but Louis 
Picamoles gave notice 
of what was to come by 
making ground when 
it mattered. Then, the 
massive French pack 
was penalised at the 
first scrum after three 
minutes, giving Wales a 
period of possession. 

This ended when 
Wales won a line out 
and, from an attacking 
position, the pass from 
Gareth Anscombe to 
Hadleigh Parkes went 
astray. France seized the 
ball and went through 
several phases with 
backs and forwards 
combining brilliantly. 

Finally, they moved 
the ball wide and found 
Picamoles on the wing 
about 15 metres out, and 
he burst through two 
tacklers to score. Parra, 
uncharacteristically, 
missed the conversion. 

Three minutes later 
he failed with a straight¬ 
forward penalty from 35 
metres, and four minutes 
later, Anscombe missed 
from a similar distance. 

The alarm bells were 
not ringing too loudly 
for Wales and this point, 
and things looked good 
two minutes later when 
flanker Josh Navidi 
stole the ball and Wales 
mounted an attack. It 
didn’t seem to be too 
dangerous, but full back 
Liam Williams timed his 
entry into the line per¬ 
fectly and cut through. 

He had Jonathan 
Davies outside but, as 
a defender was poised 
to tackle the centre, his 
decision to go it alone 
was probably correct. 

It certainly looked that 
way as his momentum 
took him over the line. 

Anscombe was keen 
to take the conversion, 
but referee Wayne 
Barnes was alerted by

the crowd’s reaction to 
the replay, sent it to the 
TMO Rowan Kitt, and 
the answer was that he 
had fumbled it slightly 
as he crossed the line. 

Wales still had the 
chance to put pressure 
on France at the five-me¬ 
tre scrum, but they gave 
away two successive 
penalties. 

Soon after, starting 
from a Penaud break, 
France put together a 
slick handling move and 
Iturria, in the process of 
being tackled, dangled 
the ball out just enough 
to tempt Wales wing 
George North, before 
slipping a great back-of- 
the-hand pass to Yoann 
Huget, who raced over 
in the comer. 

Parra missed the con¬ 
version, so it was 10-0 
to France. 

Liam Williams was 
looking Wales’ most 
dangerous attacker and 
he created a chance 
when he took a great 
catch (aided by a Josh 
Adams’ block that the 
referee missed) and cut 
through once again. For 
a split second, scmm 
half Tomos Williams 
was in support and 
looked as if he had 
a clear mn in, but 
Williams did not spot 
him. 

Two minutes later, 
Anscombe had another 
kickable penalty, but this 
went astray, and France 
were back on the attack. 
Penaud chipped through 
and Liam Williams was 
hounded by full back 
Maxime Medard, who 
took him over the line. 
Wales were penalised in 
front of their posts and, 
surprisingly, Parra was 
not given the chance to 
get back in the groove, 
Lopez kicking the three 
points instead. 

Another French 
attack, with Huget 
prominent again, led to 
Wales conceding another 
penalty. France declined, 
opting to kick into the 


comer. Wales did, at 
least, defend the driving 
maul against the huge 
French forwards, and 
match summariser Paul 
O’Connell described it 
as a “big moment”. 

You were not wrong 
there, Paul 

There was time, 
however, for Gareth 
Anscombe to miss 
touch with a penalty, 
and France moved the 
ball close enough to the 
Welsh line for Lopez to 
drop a goal and make it 
16-0. 

Warren Gatland’s 
half time talk must have 
said more than “stop 
dropping the ball” - oth¬ 
erwise we would all be 
coaches - but Wales did 
stop dropping the ball. 

A steady spell of 
possession early in the 
second half was not 
looking particularly 
dangerous, until wing 
Josh Adams came inside 
looking for work, and 
spotted the giant lock, 
Paul Willemse in the 
line, defending close to 
the mck. 

Adams backed his 
pace, broke the tackle 
and was in the clear 


with only Medard in 
front of him, and Tomos 
Williams was in support 
again, this time getting 
the pass and crossing 
for Wale’s first score. 
Anscombe converted for 
16-7. 

On 52 minutes, things 
got better for Wales. 
Parkes’ kick through left 
Huget hoping the ball 
would cross the line so 
he could touch down, 
but it cmelly jumped 
back at him, slipping 
through his hands and 
giving George North 
the try. 

Anscombe converted 
to make it 16 - 14, but 
that was his last contri¬ 
bution at outside-half, as 
he and Tomos Williams 
were taken off, substi¬ 
tuted by Gareth Davies 
and Dan Biggar. 

It looked even better 
for Wales on 55 minutes, 
as Jonathan Davies 
made a break, Biggar 
took it on and No 8 
Ross Moriarty burst 
through - only for the try 
to be cancelled out when 
Alun Wyn Jones was 
ruled to have taken out 
Picamoles, as the French 
No 8 attempted a tackle. 


Two minutes later, 
however, Biggar kicked 
a 30-metre penalty to 
give Wales the lead at 
17 - 16. 

On 66 minutes, 
Anscombe returned as 
a blood replacement 
when Liam Williams 
and Picamoles clashed 
heads, accidentally, 
and Williams came off 
worse. 

On 70 minutes, 
openside flanker Justin 
Tipuric, who was every¬ 
where, charged down 
a drop goal attempt by 
Lopez, but the ball spun 
away to French replace¬ 
ment Felix Lambey, who 
almost made the line. 

At the resultant scrum, 
Wales were penalised 
and Lopez made it 19 - 
17 to France. 

France took heart 
from this and started to 
look dangerous again. 
They were still intent 
on moving the ball 
wide, and it proved their 
undoing. 

Getting the ball in a 
good attacking position 
on Wales’ 22, they 
managed to throw three 
poor passes in a row as 
the ball crawled along 


the line. 

The third (and 
fatal) pass proved that 
old adage that tight 
five forwards are not 
always an asset in 
the three-quarter line. 
Second row Sebastien 
Vahaamahina’s effort 
was in the air for as long 
as it takes to pronounce 
his name, with Huget 
transfixed as it came to 
him in slow motion. 

Unfortunately for 
France, George North 
was moving in real time 
and he intercepted and 
was gone, with no real 
pursuer as he raced 
70 metres to go over 
under the posts. Biggar 
converted to make it 
24 - 19. 

The final minutes 
were not easy watching 
for Welsh fans. France 
pressed, but did not 
really threaten to score. 
A line out 12 metres out 
led to three promising 
phases before they 
knocked on, and later 
France had a scrum near 
the Welsh line, but did 
not push straight and 
were penalised. 

At the last, France 
put together 13 phases. 


without making much 
yardage, and eventually 
the ball was spilled and 
Gareth Davies gratefully 
booted it into touch. 

It was a win, but one 
that left a lot of ques¬ 
tions hanging in the air. 

This French side, 
if given a vote of 
confidence, could really 
trouble Ireland and 
England, but the French 
are not noted for settled 
team selection. 

From the Welsh 
point of view, Warren 
Gatland’s tongue-in- 
cheek remark about how 
“Wales have forgotten 
how to lose” was one for 
the fans, but I suspect 
the team will asked for a 
lot more focus and pur¬ 
pose as the Six Nations 
progress. 

NOTE: A line I wish 
I had written. In the first 
half, I noted ’The ball is 
greasy for Wales but dry 
for France’. Accurate 
but not a phrase worth 
repeating, so hats off 
to Will Kelleher of the 
Daily Mail who came up 
with “The ball seemed to 
be covered in Vaseline 
for Wales, and Velcro 
for France”.
